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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission of an RCE filed on 
9/25/08 has been entered. 


REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
submission of an IDS dated 9/25/08 has been carefully reviewed and made of record. 
Further, the reasons for allowance because the prior art fails to teach or suggest the 
claimed method invention as recited in the present claims (see amendment to claims 
submitted on 1/24/08) including the specific limitations i.e., "wherein the step of forming 
the via includes forming a plurality of spaced apart vias and further including a step of 
providing a stress relief anchor pad spaced approximately an equal distance from each 
of the plurality of spaced apart vias; filling the via with a conductive metal; providing a 
second sheet of material defining two adjacent integrated module second components; 
providing a connection pad on a lower surface of the first sheet of material and 
contacting a lower surface of the portion of the via filled with conductive metal; fixing the 
first and second sheets in overlying relationship with the two adjacent integrated module

first components aligned with the two adjacent integrated module second components 
to form two adjacent integrated modules, etc " taken as alone or in combination with the 
rest of the limitations as set forth in details in each of the independent claims 1,17 and 
25. Accordingly, claims 1-13, 15, 17-23 and 25 are patentable over the prior art and are 
allowed.
